2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Clains 1 -84 lack Inventive Step set out under PCT article 33(3) as being unpatentable over Krug in view of Stein 199. Krug teaches an 
x-ray system for threat inspection of baggage comprising x-ray source 40, conveyor 20, detectors 60/80/1 00, and a computer (figure 7). 
Lines 29-33 and 50-53 of column 16 explain that data processing may include pulse height analysis. Lines 43-56 of column 7 of Stein 
199 detail operation of a pulse height analyzer, and it would have been obvious to operate the Krug analyzer in this manner. 

Claims 1-84 lack Inventive Step set out under PCT article 33(3) as being unpatentable over Stein 002 in view of Stein 199. Stein 002 
teaches an x-ray baggage inspection system comprising x-ray source 14, conveyor 27, detector 25 and computer 13. Figure Ic illustrates 
that data processing may include pulse height analysis. Lines 43-56 of column 7 of Stein 199 detail operation of a pulse height analyzer, 
and it would have been obvious to operate &e Stein 002 analyzer in this manner. 
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
